Pegoud ran hia aeroplane Into the 
Wenter of the field and indic<i.ted to 
I a battery of moving i)l< ture operators 
and new.si>up«r i^botofirai'hiT.s the 
I iiari of the sky fnwi which he would 
begin to l.y with his head downward 
He tton took hto neat at the motor 
and maa to a .piml to a ballot ol 
3,000 feat.
